Cumulative Voting. 


Under the new constitution of Llinois« 
three members of the lower branch of the 
General Assembly are allotted to each Sen- 
atorial district. In voting for these each 
voter has the privilege of casting his ballot 
for three individuals, or he can cast three 
votes for one individual, or cast two votes | y3 
for one man and one vote for another. 
This is an entirely new idea, and has been 
invented to secure the representation of 
the minority. Whether it will answer this 
purpose remains to ve tried. 


Threatened War 1 Between France 
and Prussia. 


Louis Napoleon, Emperor of the French, 
is now, perhaps, the only reigning sover- 
eign in“Kurope, who does not claim his 
throne upon the right of hereditary suc- 
cessiun. In his veins flows no blood which, 
far back in the night of the middle ages, 
claimed Grigin from royalty. 

His dynasty belongs to that class of 
sovereigns denominated, by those claiming 
power under the fiction of divine right, 
jtlegitintists. The legitimists naturally 
are jealéus of his power, and he, on the 
other hand, is jealous of theirs. 

Hence, he is supposed to look with jeal- 
ousy upon au attempt to put upon the 
throne of Spain a Prince of the blood royal 
of any of the ancient dynasties, whose 
members regard him as an interloper, an 
intruder among the sovereigns of Europe.

Another German prince upon the throne 
of Spain might place France and the Na- 
poleon dynasty at the mercy of German 
sovereigns closely allied by blood, a com- 
munity of interests and views of policy. 
The balance of power of the continental 
nations may at any time be destroyed at 
the nod of the Prussian ministry by such a 
combinatjon. The geographical relation- 
ship of Spain, Portugal and Prussia to 
France indicates the plausibility of this 
theory. Hence the excitement in France. 
Hence the rumor of a threatened European 
war.

1. The owner of a mill ona stream whose 
dam and machinery are suited to the size 
and capacity of the stream, has a right to 
the reasonable use of the water to propel 
his machinery, but he must detain it no 
longer than is necessary for its profitable 
enjoyment, and he must return it to ite 
natural channel before it passes upon the 
land of the proprietor below.
